WHEREAS, certain territory in the townships of Ledyard and Lincoln, in 
Kossuth county, Iowa, was on the 27th day of 'March, A. D. 1897, organized 
into an independent school district:, to be known as the independent district 
of Germania, composed of sections thirteen (18), fourteen (14), twenty­
three (23), rmd twenty-four (24) in twp. No. ninety-nine (99), range No. 
twenty-eight (28), Ledyard t~., and sections eighteen (18) and nineteen 
(19) in twp:No. ninety-nine (99}, range No. twenty-seven (27), Lincoln twp., 
all in Kossuth county, Iowa, and, 

WHEREAS, doubts have arisen as to the legality of said independent dis­
trict; therefore, 
Be it enacted btl the General ABBemblfl of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Made legal-pending litigation. That the organiza.tio:n 
of the independent district of Germania, Kossuth county, Iowa, the elec­
tion of directors, and the o:IJlci.al acts of said directors, be and the s&me are 
hereby legalized and made valid, the same as though said district had been 
organized in strict conformity of law, provided, nothing therein contained 
shall affect any pending litigation. 

SEC. 2. In eft"eot. This act, being deemed of immediate importance, 
shall be in force and effect after its publication in the "Iowa State Register,'' 
a newspaper published at Des 'Moines, Iowa, and the "North Kossuth 
Record," a newspaper published at Germani&, Iowa, said publication to be 
without expense to the state.
